More Study on 129 Bus pickup 


There will probably be a study in 
the Route 93, Route 129 area of 
Wilmington, as to the feasibility of 
a private bus stop, on Route 93, 
Rep.

Life Lime 

This would mean a further below 
cost sale, which would have to be 
subsidized by all other users. The 
Massachusetts D.P.U. is studying 
this in their review of utility rate 
structures. If this is aimed at low 
income customers, there is no 
proof that all low income 
customers are low users. The best 
way to deal with this situation is by 
the use of energy stamps or special 
vouchers so that those in need will 
receive the assistance required. 

Flat Rate 

A flat rate per kwh does not 
represent the cost of serving a 
customer. The rates charged any 
customer should reflect the 
average cost to serve that class of 
customer. 


If you would look at several 
large customers that use ap- 
proximately the same number of 
kwh’s, you would find different 
costs per kwh because of the 
characteristics of each customer's 
load. If a large user costs less per 
unit to serve, he should get a lower 
unit cost. This is not a discount but 
an equitable means of reflecting 
proper cost of service. 

The Reading Municipal Light 
Department’s most recent cost of 
service study, shows that com- 
paratively, the residential 
customer fairs very well. The 
commercial and industrial 
categories show a slightly lower 
cost to-serve than is actually 
reflected in their rates. 

The fuel charge is a flat charge 
per kwh and because of its 
magnitude actually has tended to 
flatten the entire rate structure. 

Distribution of 
net profit 

The Town of Reading deserves a 
return on their investment. The 
8% is not guaranteed and is not 
achieved each year. The formula 
by which funds are turned over to 
the Town is by it between 
the Town and the Light Board. An 
equivalent voluntary payment to 
taxes is paid to the outside towns, 
but not in Reading. If one-half of 
the net income was not turned over 
to the Town of Reading, a tax 
equivalent would have to be paid 
which in some years might exceed 
one-half of the net income. 

The Town of Reaging assumes 
100% of the financial responsibility 
for the system and yet consumes 
less than half of the total energy. 
Storm castrophies, plant expan- 
sion, maintenance and bonding 
requirements are strictly 
Reading's problems. The outside 
towns get the benefit of the system 


without assuming these respon- 
sibilities.

The latest letter from CFFER: 
Gentlemen: . 

This in response to your recent 
communication outlining Reading 
Municipal Light Board’s current 
position on the three issues which 
have been raised by Consumers for 
Fair Electric Rates (CFFER). 
While recognizing that much of the 
blame for the current high cost of 
electricity can be attributed to 
Boston Edison from which RMLB 
purchases all of its power, we re- 
ject the notion that nothing can be 
done at the local level to lower the 
cost of electricity. 

Lifeline 

A “‘lifeline”’ service which would 
guarantee a basic amount of elec- 
tricity to all at a minimum cost - 
along with a flat rate structure - 
we believe are but two possible 
solutions for the relief of hard- 
pressed consumers. 

Your statement that lifeline will 
not answer the needs of low in- 
come customers because they are 
not necessarily low users has no 
basis in fact. A California study 
conducted by the Rand Corpora- 
tion, for example, showed that 
“the smaller the income, the less 
electricity used."’ A recent com- 
puter analysis (submission of 
Boston Edison in DPU 18072) of 
the different communities and 
towns serviced by Boston Edison 
reaffirms Rand’s findings. 

We reject your suggestion, with 
reference to low income users, 
that ‘‘the best way to deal with this 
situation is by the use of energy 
stamps.’’ Such energy stamps 
would add another layer to town 
government bureaucracy; it is 
another stigmatizing, demeaning 
requirement for low income peo- 
ple to prove their poverty. Energy 
stamps are a taxpayer. subsidy of 
the utility industry, passed through 
the hands of poor people. 
Moderate income Americans, who 
will be ineligible for energy 
stamps, are the le who pay 
disproportionately taxes and 
who will bear the/cost of such a 
program. 

Flat rate 


Our proposal for a flat rate struc- 
ture is non-discriminatory. It is 
democratic. It leaves no latitude 
for a variety of questionable con- 
tract negotiations. As the rate 
structure now stands, large com- 
mercial and industrial customers 
pay less for the cost of service 
than do we who are obligated to 
pay higher rates to improve 
RMLB’s profit position. The pre- 
sent promotional rate structure 
encourages the squandering of 
precious energy resources, 
promotes unneeded and costly 
plant expansion and adds to the 
high cost that we consumers are 
required to pay. By giving bargain 
rates to large users, RMBL makes 
unnecessary and wasteful use of 
electrical energy economically at- 
tractive.

Research Group (PIRG) on

57/4 Lbs of Building Code 


The Town of Wilmington has 
never been lax in its enforcement 
of its building code, at least not in 
the past twenty years. The 
Building Code has been a good one, 
and there has been a full time 
Building Inspector, to see that the 
provisions of the code were 
observed. 


Up to January 1 of this year the 
Building Code was a loose-leaf 
publication of sixteen pages, and 
the latest revision was in 1965. It 
was a well written code, especially 
when it came to single family 
dwellings, and similar structures. 

Now it and all others in the Com- 
monwealth have been put aside, as 
no longer applicable. The State 


Legislature has changed things. 
Chapter 802 of the Acts of 1972 
amended the then governing 
statute, Chapter 143 of the General 
Laws. 

No longer do local building in- 
spectors rule supreme in their 
departments. They take their 
orders from the State, from the 
Department of Community Af- 
fairs, better known by the 


acronym of DCA. 

For the state legislature not only 
amended Chapter 143, bat it was 
done in such a manner as to take 
future changing power from the 
legislature. Future amendments 
to the building code will come 
from the DCA. 


The Building Code; in all com- 
munities, is a huge book which 
weighs 5% pounds. It is being 
amended by the DCA almost con- 
tinuously, and is described as be- 
ing.a “viable thing, very much 
alive.” 

The officer in charge of the com- 
munities is no longer a Building 
Inspector. He is now known as the 
Inspector of Buildings, or the 
Building Commissioner. In most 
communities one man is unable to 
hold down the job, all by himself. 
He must have assistants. 

A year ago the Building Inspec- 
tor was mostly concerned with 
new construction. No longer is 
that the case. 

Today the Building Com. 
missioner is very much concernec 
with the inspection of existing 
buildings, and the paper work con-

Theatres now have to be in- 
spected monthly by the local 
Building Commissioner, if there is 
a stage and scenery and if over 400 
persons can be accommodated. 
That used to be a function of the 
Commonwealth. 

A theatre without the stage and 
scenery, etc. has to be inspected 
only semi-annually - but in both 
cases it is the job of the local 
Building Commissioner. 

Churches have to be inspected 
too - every two years, or every five 
years, depending on the cir- 
cumstances. There is a charge for 
this too, . $25. 

Schools, if there are over 10 
pupils, are subject to inspection 
every two years. Every school, 
that means. But the recent law 
has already been changed, so that 
there is no charge against the com- 
munity which owns the schools 
That was an instance in which 
communities were transferring 
money from one account to 
another - a needless expense.

No 
longer is that private business. 
Now the Building Commissioner 
must be notified, and if he can he 
must inspect the home. There 
have been sixty such inspections, 
so far this year in Wilmington 

Sometimes the Commissioner is 
too busy, and instead he will issue 
a Waiver, because in part the law 
says that the inspection must take 
place within three days. 

In many communities there is a 
charge of $25 for such an inspec- 
tion. Wilmington, in its June Town 
Meeting, refused to add this provi- 
sion to the bylaws. 

Wilmington, so far this year, has 
had about 60 such inspections, 
which were gratis. If $25 was 
charged, as in other communities, 
that would have meant another 
$1500 for the town treasury. 

The law today is that all 
buildings must undergo periodical 
inspections. Not just churches and 
theatres and homes, but all 
buildings. 

That means a bigger Building 
Department, in practically every 
in the state.

Somewhere, in Wilmington or 
South Tewksbury perhaps, is a 
very determined individual who 
thinks the Lake Street Bridge 
should be destroyed. 

The Wilmington Fire Depart- 
ment, offhand, cannot tell of the 
number of fires they have put out 
at that site, in the last five years, 
but it must be over a dozen, all of 
which started under the bridge. 

The most notable was five years 
ago, when Lt. Harold Cail, since 
retired, directed the firefighters. 
In that fire the bridge was burning 
from one end to the other. For a 
few minutes there was reason to 
believe the bridge would be 
destroyed, but the Fire Depart- 
ment did save it for later fires. 

Since then there have been a 
number of attempts to destroy the 
bridge by arson. Sometimes the 
firemen find bags of leaves, and 
piles of brush under the bridge, 
used to start fires. 

There have been three attempts 
in the past month. A fire in the 
middle of June burned one plank 
clear through. 

A second fire was set at 12:30 
a.m. on July 2nd. 

On July 6, at 2:30 a.m. a fire was 
set under the bridge, and near the 
center. It took forty-five minutes 
for the firemen to put that fire out. 

At the present time the bridge is 
closed to traffic, pending safety in- 
vestigations.

The home of Priest Reynolds 


Today it is the home of Mr. and 
Mrs. James Low, on Woburn 
Street in Wilmington. One hun- 
dred and seventy-five years ago it 
was the home of the then minister 
of the Congregational Churvh in 
Wilmington, the Rev. Freegrace 
Reynolds.

Sam was a Wilmington man. His 
father Paul lived in the house 
which is just northerly of 
Wildwood Cemetery, on Middlesex 
Avenue. Paul, over a period of 
years, was engaged in filling a 
small swamp in back of his house, 
using gravel from a small hill. 
Every evening, for an hour or so, 
Paul would be moving gravel by 
wheelbarrow. He finally had a 
nice garden on the site - which, of 
course, is no part of this story. 

Sam, or Samuel to give him his 
proper name, went through Tufts, 
and came back to Wilmington to 
teach. Melvin C. Knight was the 
principal, and Knight or Frolio 
decided that a Cadet Corps would 
take up the spare time of the male 
students. 

The 1871 Springfields were 
probably the pri 'y of the Com- 
monwealth of .Massachusetts. 
They were nice rifles, breech 
loading, single shot. Today they 
would be worth a fortune. 

Sam ran the Cadet Corps. There 
were no uniforms, but there was 
plenty of drill, with the cadets 
marching down Middlesex Avenue, 
rifles over their shoulders, and 
Sam busy counting out the march. 

The Cadet Captain (or maybe he 
was Cadet Sergeant) was Eban 
Pitman. Eban lived at what is now 
41 High Street, and he had a 
younger sister in High School, too. 

Eban was a member of the Class 
of 1925, and it is presumed that he 
lost his life during World War II, 
possibly in the service of his coun- 
try 

Eban had a loping walk. He was 
perhhaps a little taller than other 
young men his age, but not so tall 
as to be called, for instance gangl- 
ing. But there was a bounce to his 
walk. and while he was acting as 
the Cadet Captain, or the Cader 
Sergeant, and while Sam Frolio 
was busy counting out the cadence, 
Eban would be bouncing all over 
Middlesex Avenue, making sure 
that every cadet was in step. 

That was quite a Cadet Corps. It 
lasted all of one season, and that 
was that 

If the writer is correct in his 
dates, that Cadet Corps was in 
1924. 

Anyway, in 1925 a Football team 
was started. and there were eleven 
members in the team - all un- 
doubtedly refugees from the Cadet 
Corps. With eleven players, no one 
got injured, and no one got sick - 
but that’s another story.

Senator MacKenzie’s 
Underage Drinking Bill 


The underage drinking bill (S 
135) by Senator Ronald MacKenzie 
of Burlington has passed the 
Senate, and now is in the House of 
Representatives, for its approval. 

The bill would create a man- 
datory fine of $50 for any person 
under 18 years of age who 
purchases or makes arrangements 
to purchase alcoholic beverages, 
or who misrepresents his age, or 
alters or defaces or falsifies iden- 
tification offered as proof of age 
with intent to purchase alcoholic 
beverages. 

The bill would also punish those 
who knowingly make false 
statements concerning the age of a
